The Granger’s Bank. 


The San Francisco Post evinces its 
hostility to the Grangers and the 
G rangerState Bank by manufacturing 
and printing the following story, prob- 
bly not one word of which is true : 
We hear a good story of some sub­ 
scribers for stock in the Grangers’ 
Bank. It will be remembered that 
not only was the Grangers’ Bank go­ 
ing to do a commercial and savings 
bank business at the same time, but it 
was to lend money at lower rates than 
other bunks do. In this last will be 
found the point of tlie joke. Some 
Grangers applied to a well-known cap­ 
italist and money-lender—well, there 
is no particular reason why we should 
not tell his name; it was Michael 
lteese—to borrow money on Granger 
bank stock. 
‘•That is all right,” said our friend 
lteese; “ bank stock is a good security. 
How much capital is paid up?” 
“The paid-up capital is so much,” 
said the Grangers. 
“Good,” said Michael; 
“bring the 
stock, and I will give you a check.” 
“ But we want the money to get the 
stock with.” 
“ Oh, you want to manage the bank 
with my money. I don’t want you to 
manage for me. If I want to have a 
bank I ’ll start one myself.” 
“ But you said you would lend us the 
money 011 our note.” 
“ So I will, if you bring the stock 
with the note. 
Then I ’ll take the 
stock and have it transferred to me; 
but 110 money until you bring the se­ 
curity.” 
“ W on’t an indorsement do ?” 
“ Yes, a good indorser will do.” 
“ Do you know anybody in Merced ? 
Anyone in Merced will indorse for us.” 
“ 1 know Henry Miller.” 
"W ell, Henry Miller will indorse 
for us.” 
“ That's all right. 
Bring Henry 
Miller’s indorsement for half a million 
and I'll discount it.” 
“ We can get it. 
W ill be back with 
the note in four days.” 
Mr. Reese got his resources in hand, 
and prepared to draw a check for half 
a million to aid in starting the Gran­ 
ger bank, which is to lend money so 
cheap. But his friends did not come 
back at the end of four days. Then he 
met Lux and said : 
“ Lux, I’ve got the money for the 
Grangers. W here’s the note ?” 
Lux did not know. Then lie met 
M illerou his farm. 
“ Miller, I have got the money; but 
they have not brought the note.” 
“ W hat money ? W hat note ?” said 
Miller. 
“ The money to start the Granger’s 
bank, which I am going to lend 011 
your indorsement.” 
Miller knew no more of the Grangers’ 
bank than Lux, and Reese is puzzled 
to know why the Grangers said they 
would bring him Lux & Miller’s in­ 
dorsement when they did not even in­ 
tend to ask for it, and is regretting the 
loss of Interest on money he hoarded 
up in his bank to complete the trans­ 
action.

On Wednesday evening, James Les­ 
lie, for spme time an inmate of the El 
Dorado county hospital, committed 
suicide some nine miles east of Placer- 
ville, by drinking nitric acid. 
Throckmorton, one 
of 
the Fish 
Commissioners, declares that tho ex­ 
periment of transplanting Eastern 
oysters on this coast lias proven a fail­ 
ure. The oysters become very fat, and 
die in about a year. 
John O’Mara has been held to an­ 
swer before the Grand Jury at Marys­ 
ville, on a charge of house-breaking. 
He was accosted by a woman (Mrs. 
Gribner) who wanted to know what 
lie was doing there, and seizing him 
she gave him one or two blows in the 
face, causing his nose to bleed. He 
was then seized and taken to the sta­ 
tion-house. 
Bamuel Sm ith, whose farm is two 
and a half miles above Geyserville, 
between P. Archambeau’s and the 
river, has exhibited an average sam­ 
ple of wheat from a twenty-acre field 
on bis place, which stands fully six 
feet high. There is so much stalk to 
the wheat that Sm ith will cut the crop 
for hay, deeming it more profitable 
than to let it m ature for grain. 
On Monday of last week, at Carson’s 
ranch, near Geyserville, Lorenzo Pina 
went up to Frank Bone and demanded 
payment of an alleged debt. Bone de­ 
nied owing tho money, and Pina tired 
on him with a pistol, discharging one 
load and snapping several caps. Bone 
had a rifle in his hands, and brought it 
to bear, when Pina ran away with a 
bullet in his arm. No arrests have 
been made. 
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THE OVEREND MURDER. 


From tho San Diego Union of May 21. 
Rhoritl'Hunsaker and District Attor­ 
ney Hotchkiss returned from the scene 
of the Overend m urder on Friday 
night. 
It will be remembered that 
they left town immediately after read­ 
ing the announcement of the tragedy 
in the Union of Tuesday morning last. 
They have remained 011 the ground 
during the week, laboring earnestly in 
connection with the citizens of the 
locality to unravel the mystery of the 
murder. They brought in the club 
and axe with which the awful massa­ 
cre was committed, and these grim in­ 
struments are now in the District At- 
torny’s office. 
The officers have no new develop­ 
ment concerning the tragedy; but the 
investigation is still going forward 
and will be prosecuted as long as there 
is the least possibility of obtaining 
any trace of the murderers. 
Ou Friday, Deputy Sheriff Miller 
telegraphed to the Governor, suggest­ 
ing that a reward be offered. The re­ 
ply of Governor Booth, ottering $1,000 
for the arrest of the murderers, was 
received yesterday. 
We are informed 
that the Board of Supervisors will also 
otter a reward, on the part of the 
county of $500. 


Tilomas Schooley, who murdered 
Henry Forman on the 22d of January 
last, was hanged in the jail-yard at 
Victoria, at 6 o’clock on the morning 
of the 22d. The prisoner died express­ 
ing great contrition. He did not move 
after the drop fell, his neck being 
broken. Schooley was a native of New 
York, and has been 011 the coast since 
1850. lie was thirty-eiglit years of 
age.

Cotton Growing. 


Everything worthy of cultivation 
will grow in Los Angeles valley. One 
of the staples we shall grow by-and- 
bye is cotton. Tobacco has already 
been satisfactorily tested, and now 
experiments in cotton culture are 
alike successful. 
The trials of Mr. 
Cobney, of Los Nietos, are as follows: 
H e planted a row twenty-six yards 
long, and from the fifty stalks there 
grown raised over one hundred pounds 
of seed cotton. 
The stalks did not die, 
but have sprouted out again, and give 
every indication of another crop. The 
texture of the cotton is equal to that 
in the gulf States. 
The opinion of the 
gentleman named is that cotton will 
grow in this valley on land slightly 
impregnated with alkali as well or 
better than in soil entirely free from 
it. The experience of Colonel S t r o n g 
in San Joaquin valley g»cs to prove 
that the labor of one man will produce 
a t least three times as much cotton in 
this State as in the cotton regions of 
the South. 
The seasons being dry are 
more favorable, and the work of pick­ 
ing may be done more at leisure than 
in a country where Sum m er showers 
are of frequent occurrence. 
Here the 
bolls open gradually from day to day, 
while in the South they open almost 
in a day. The trial of Mr. C o r n e y is 
even more gratifying than have been 
the results of Colonel S t r o n g ’s expe­ 
rience, and there appears no reason 
why the Los Nietos region, or for that 
m atter any other portion of the val­ 
ley, should 
not 
produce abundant 
crops of as fine cotton as may be grown 
anywhere in the United States. 
Los 
Angeles valley now produces more 
corn than all other portions of the 
State together, and she m ay lead alike 
in Uie production of cotton and to­ 
bacco. 


To the Southern Pacific Railroad Co. 


We find on enquiring of the steamer 
agents in this city that there are 1,800 
people passing between the ports of 
San 
Diego, W ilmington 
and San 
Francisco every month. 
If we had 
railroad communication between San 
Diego, this city and San Francisco, all 
this travel and twice as much more 
would go by rail. 
But suppose the 
number of passengers did not increase 
and the fare between San Diego and 
San Francisco by rail was fixed at 
fifteen dollars, the railroad receipts 
from passengers alone would amount 
to $27,000 per month, or $324,000 per 
annum. 
W e say nothing of the re­ 
ceipts for way passengers and fast 
freight that would pass over the road 
both ways. There are about one hun­ 
dred and sixty miles of the Southern 
Pacific road yet to build to give us a 
continuous railroad to San Francisco. 
To build this piece ot road will cost the 
company say $20,000 per mile, or 
$2,400,000 for the whole distance. The 
$324,000 per annum paid by passengers 
to and from San Diego, Los Angeles 
and San Francisco will pay about 
eleven per cent, on theeostof building 
the road. 
W hy then does not the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company 
complete their road to this city? They 
can borrow all the money they require 
in Europe at seven percent. 
W e need 
not add more figures to those we have 
already given to show that the com­ 
pany is losing thousands of dollars per 
day by not completing the road to Los 
Angeles. Tliree-fourths of the travel 
comes to and goes away from here. If 
the road was completed to this point it 
would secure it all. 


Prosperity of the City and Valley. 


The population of Los Angeles is 
now between 12,000 and 13,000. Two 
years ago it did not exceed 10,000, and 
at the rate of increase now noticeable, 
twelve months hence we shall have 
over 20,000 people within the corporate 
lim its of this city. 
This is a good 
showing, and it is not exaggerated. If 
we except San Francisco, no place in 
the State is improving as rapidly as 
Los Angeles. Although from twenty 
to forty dwellings are erected every 
month, there are few fmuses to rent, 
and incoming families find it difficult 
to secure residences. 
Our hotels are 
full—not for a day after the arrival of 
a steamer, but all the time. W hile 
the city is growing and improving 
thus rapidly, the valley is not without 
its signs of prosperity. 
The num ber 
of home hunters Increases daily, and 
the demand for land never was as 
great us at this time. 
People who 
have paid especial attention to real es­ 
tate are confident that if the num ber 
of land seekers continue to increase 
throughout the year in the ratio of the 
past three months, 1874 will have add­ 
ed m any thousands to the population 
of Los Angeles county. We note these 
signs of prosperity w ith pleasure, and 
we record them for the benefit of those 
at the distance who contemplate visit­ 
ing the Pacific coast. To all such, we 
say come, and see for yourselves. 
Stay a week, and look around. If you 
do not find the richest soil, the finest 
climate and the best country in the 
world, then shake the dust from your 
shoes and depart; for we want you 
not. 


S t r o n g efforts are being made to 
establish a Kindergarten In Santa 
Barbara. 
These schools are excellent 
institutions, and wherever they exist 
they are recognized as an important 
educational medium. 
Los Angeles 
should have a Kindergarten, and we 
hope some one will take steps for its 
establishment at an early day. 


Irrigation in ths San Joaquin. 


There in a sufficient quantity of 
water running into the San Joaquin 
valley in the seasou#it is most needed 
to irrigate every acre of its broad 
area. 
Almost everybody falls into the 
common error of supposing that be­ 
cause the volume of water in the 
streams diminishes rapidly about the 
middle of Summer, the supply will 
not equal the demand as the valley be­ 
comes settled. 
A little thought will 
demonstrate that for irrigating pur­ 
poses the most water is needed a t t he 
very time when the streams are the 
fullest. 
Every farmer in the San Joa­ 
quin valley will sustain us in saying 
that if he can thoroughly saturate his 
soil during the latter part of May, his 
crops are assured. This is the period 
when the How of water into the valley 
is the greatest. It is during May that 
the w arm weather melts the snow in 
the Sierras and sends down into the 
plain enough, and sometimes more 
than enough, water to 
keep the 
stream’s bank full. 
All tnis may be 
utilized in irrigating the soil, and if 
the system now being inaugurated in 
some portions of the valley is carried 
out, the farmer will never want for 
water, and in a few years the entire 
area will be covered with fields of 
waving grain. The San Joaquin val­ 
ley is capable of supporting three m il­ 
lions of people. 
It is a State—an 
Empire—of itself, and with the irri­ 
gating facilities which a proper utiliz­ 
ation of her water supply will guar­ 
antee, she will become in point of pro­ 
ductiveness and population a second 
Nile. 
Experience lias been a dear 
school to tiie people of that valley, hut 
from it they have learned the valua­ 
ble lesson that they cannot depend on 
the annual rainfall for the moisture 
necessary to insure good crops. 
They 
have learned that while seed-time 
comes as regularly as the seasons, ar­ 
tificial irrigation is absolutely essen­ 
tial for the attainm ent of the harvest. 
The fruit of this lesson is a determin­ 
ation to utilize the water flowing into 
the valley. 


T h e power of L u t t r e l l in Con­ 
gress must he great, indeed, if wc may 
judge from the hatred manifested to­ 
wards him by the rings and cliques 
whose robbing schemes he is breaking 
up. 
A Washington dispatch says 
copies of a San Francisco paper con­ 
taining an attack upon L u t t b e l l 
were lately placed upon the desk of 
every member of the House of Repre­ 
sentatives. 
The malignancy of the 
act was so apparent, as to excite gen­ 
eral disgust among its members. W hen 
a m an who iias labored honestly and 
conscientiously in the discharge of his 
duty is attacked in this cowardly, 
covert way, he is furnished with the 
most unquestionable proof that he is 
thw arting the purposes of bad men, 
and may rest assured th at he will re­ 
ceive the cordial support of the people. 


Ix the columns of the H e r a l d this 
morning will bo found a letter from 
Mr. C r a w f o r d , Engineer of the Los 
Angeles and Independence Railroad, 
which will be read with interest by 
the people of Los Angelas. 
Mr. 
C r a w f o r d lias visited Cajon Pass, 
and finds it much moro practical for 
railroad purposes than he anticipated. 
This Is encouraging. 
His observa­ 
tions along the proposed route have 
tended to strengthen his conviction 
that the road may be built at the esti­ 
mate given by him some weeks ago, 
and published in the H e r a l d .

OUT OF TOWN.

We are proud of our country, and 
well wo may be. 
Except, perhaps, 
towards the mountains at the north of 
us, one cannot go in any direction 
from Los Angeles without encounter­ 
ing the same delightful prospect of 
grain fields, orchards, vineyards and 
pleasant suburban residences. 
Our 
friends abroad hear many startling 
accounts of the capacities of our agri­ 
cultural regions. They know much of 
our big crops, big trees and big stories; 
but, without ocular demonstration, 
they can never know of the peaceful, 
home-like, enchanting features of our 
country which surround one’s every­ 
day life 
in 
Southern 
California. 
While a pleasant breeze—not a hurri­ 
cane—is stirring, and a summer’s sun 
warms without scorching you, drive 
out into the country on any day you 
may choose. Their is no watching to 
secure fair weather or to avoid foul. 
During our long summer, one day is 
the finest you have ever seen, and the 
others are all just like it. We say all, 
but there may be an exception; if so, 
it will only go to prove our ride. 
Driving out one of the streets leading 
to the country, you pass between' long 
hedges of willow or poplar, which give 
a decidedly sylvan tone to the way. 
The trees grow along the banks of a 
zanja, carrying its freight of water 
with a somewhat rapid current, and 
turning off here and there a part of its 
stream to irrigate an adjoining field. 
There is a cool inviting atmosphere at 
the roadside all along. The shade is 
dense, the water is clear, the banks 
are green, and at mid-day the tempta­ 
tion is strong to lie down beneath one 
of the overhanging Willows, with 
one’s hat over his eyes, and let the 
whole world go to blazes, if it wants 
to. If irrigation lias its drawbacks, 
no one of them, certainly, is included 
in tlie running of the zanjas along our 
public highways. But the beauties of 
your drive do not stop at the roadside. 
On the right and left there are con­ 
stantly changing scenes to attract the 
eye and please the fancy. 
“ Every prospect pleases, 
Ami’m an alonéis vile”— 
present company excepted. 
Here is 
tlio place where an opulent old Dutch­ 
man lives. Fifteen years ago lie came 
into tlie country a poor man. He set­ 
tled down on this farm, planted orange, 
lemon, lime, walnut and other kinds 
of semi-tropical trees. He toiled per­ 
sistently, doggedly, corageously for 
that long term on his property, and 
while others were running wild in 
their quest for gold, lie was content to 
toil and wait. 
Now the poor Dutch­ 
man cannot be bought out for a quar­ 
ter of a million dollars! As you look 
down tlie long rows of symmetrical 
walnut trees and see how straight 
they stand, how well trimmed, and 
well 
cared 
for 
in 
every 
way; 
and as you see the orange orchard in 
an equally fine condition, the lemons 
and limes and figs tlie same, while in 
their midst stands the poor, mean little 
frame house, you say, “ well, lie lias 
earned them.” 
But we have digressed from our 
original intention in writing this arti­ 
cle. "We set out to tell of a trip which 
we took into tlie country the other day 
something like that which the reader 
lias been started upon, only differing 
in this: t hat we have given the reader 
a carriage to ride in, while we our­ 
selves “hoofed it.” 
Tlie Irishman’s 
poetry here comes very apropos: 
“The rich they ride in their chaises, 
Anil, bejabers, the poor man goes afut.” 
There were three in our party—the 
Judge, the General (we call him Gen­ 
eral because it pleases him and sounds 
well), and the deponent. We decided 
among us that it would be more 
healthy, more comfortable and equally 
high-toned to take a gentlemanly 
stroll, and every way better than to 
ride cramped up in a carriage. Happy 
thought! and excellently adapted to 
the depleted state of our exchequer. 
Our path lay out Han l’edro street, and 
we jogged along in the comfortable 
frame of mind usually attributed to 
tlie poor but honest man. About two 
miles and a half from town our walk 
terminated at the house of our hospi­ 
table friend, A. F. Waterman. San 
Pedro street is too well known to re­ 
quire any words of description from 
us. Huliice it that we followed along 
the cool zanja, passed the old Dutch­ 
man's place and thoroughly appreci­ 
ated all tlie beauties of field, grove and 
garden spread out along tlie way. Mr. 
Waterman lives upon a small place 
containingabout six acres of laud,with 
a cosy little cottage house and tlie 
other conveniences which your Eastern 
bred man is sure to have around him. 
This place, however, is only rented, 
and Mr. Waterman lias his farm proper 
about a mile and a half further on, 
where, in company with Mr. Thomp­ 
son. he owns a ranch of one hundred 
and thirteen acres. On the homestead 
property Mr. Waterman has a small 
nursery,which will be a fortune in itself 
before many years. He has a large 
number of seedling forest trees, brought 
from Wisconsin, Michigan, Ohio and 
New York, of which he makes a spe­ 
cialty. They consist of ash, beech, 
American chestnut and several varie­ 
ties of maple. They have been brought 
here at great expense and trouble, and 
will require a world of care still beforo 
they become large enough to take care 
of themselves. 
With very few excep­ 
tions, they are doing finely. They 
will be ready to transplant by tlie 
coming of next Winter, and will 
then bring about fifty cents each. 
For some 
of 
the 
varieties 
Mr. 
Waterman lias double and treble 
the number of orders that lie will be 
able to fill. These same trees are sold 
as high us a dollar and u half apiece 
in Han Francisco. Much credit is due 
Mr. Waterman for the efforts which 
he is making to introduce these new 
varieties of trees into our country; it 
is by the enterprise of such men that 
the land is brought out to its fullest 
capacity of production and that we 
are shown wliat really can be done 
here. 
On his ranch, Mr. Waterman lias a 
great variety of trees, including in 
the number orange, lemon, fig, wal­ 
nut, peach, pear, apple, nectarine and 
others as well as some fifteen thousand 
seedlings. 
Tlie trees are well cared 
for and altogether present a fine ap­ 
pearance. In some the growth is re­ 
ally marvellous. Wo saw an orange 
tree which lias put fortli during this 
season a shoot five and a half feet 
long. A little graft set in an orange 
sprout but an inch or two above the 
ground lias grown during the last two 
weeks to the length of fourteen inches 
-•-aii inch a day. A pear graft set last 
Agril is now tiiirty inches long. Thus 
we could go on multiplying examples 
to a point of tediousness, but we re­ 


frain; altogether, the growth Is aston- 
1 thing to everybody but the natives, 
i’liero is every assurance of a fine crop 
of peaches. The trees are all heavily 
laden with the fruit, now about half 
grown. Wo saw some little trees not 
more than four feet high, the stock 
one year old and budding of the same 
age which had a- number of well 
formed 
peaches upon 
their frail 
branches. 
A nectarine of a year’s 
growth is also bearing. 
Mr. Waterman bestows a great deal 
of attention upon graftiug, and thus 
makes some valuable improvements 
in tlie quality of his fruit. During 
the year he has set about fifteen thous­ 
and grafts, and very nearly all of 
them are growing. 
Tlie orchards are irrigated once in 
six weeks and plowed each time. No 
other means ot fertilizing is required 
if the ground is thus kept well watered 
and worked. Those- who have made 
tlie experiment of manuring their trees 
find them rather injured than bcnetit- 
ted by the operation. 
Care should be 
observed, however, in irrigating, as 
there is such a tiling as intemperance, 
even in the use of water. Mr. Water­ 
man thinks that trees do not require 
irrigation oftener than onco in -six 
weeks, and his opinions are well 
backed by the fine appearance of his 
own orchards. 
After making an examination of the 
ranch to our thorough satisfastion, we 
again returned to Mr. W aterman’s 
house, where we partook of tlie hospi­ 
talities of his board with a gusto bled 
of our long walk. Not to extend our 
regards to Mr. W aterman’s estimable 
wife, would be an ill-deserved slight; 
neither can we pass over her Yaukge- 
made strawberry short-cake in silence. 
It was a triumph of the cuisine art; 
and the way tlie Judge and the Gen­ 
eral stowed it away made our report- 
orial cheeks crimson for very shame. 
But there is an end to all tilings, even 
to strawberry short-cakes and Sunday 
pasgars. Thus we chronicle the events 
of another pleasant day, and return 
thanks to our friends out of town. 


“ Vasquez" and “ Othello” Again. 


We told you so. Messrs. Neill and 
Piercy received such hearty encourage­ 
ment from our people last Saturday 
evening that they have concluded to 
repeat their entertainment to-night. 
An entire change of programme has 
been arranged, with tlie exception of 
tlie burlesque on the capture of Vas­ 
quez and the scene l'roin Othello.

Los Angeles and Independence Survey. 


E dito r H e r a l d : I returned to San 
Bernardino last night, having spent 
the last week in tlie careful explora­ 
tion of the different approaches to 
Cajon summit. 
I was accompanied 
on most of my expeditions by Mr. 
Fear, who resides on tlie lino of 
Brown’s toll-road, near the top of the 
mountain, to whose kind assistance, 
thorough woodcraft, and sure-footed 
mule, I am mainly indebted for any 
topographical knowledge I may have 
obtained. 
I VISITED THIS MOUNTAIN REGION 
With some trepidation as to tlie cer­ 
tainty of obtaining favorable results; 
knowing, as I did, that it was rugged 
and lofty and had been pronounced 
upon unfavorably by other engineers. 
Still, as its passage was the key to tlie 
success of the project, I hoped that by 
crowding gradients and distorting the 
alignment, to be able to worm my 
way across the sierra, after wliich I 
felt confident that all would be plain 
sailing on to Independence. 
. FROM PREVIOUS REPORTS 
I gleaned tlie information that the 
main and almost insurmountable en­ 
gineering difficulties would be en­ 
countered on the southern slope. From 
personal observation I am thus far 
able to announce that these difficulties 
exist only in imagination. 
Cajon 
Pass is practicable for a railroad, 
which can lie cheaply constructed and 
operated with vast advantage to Los 
Angeles and her back country. At 
the time of writing I am not prepared 
to go into details, but will report at an 
early date to Messrs. Temple, Downey, 
Grimn, and the Board of Incorpora­ 
tors of the Los Angeles and Independ­ 
ence Railway, giving them my j im­ 
posed location of the summit, align­ 
ment, gradients, with estimate of cost 
and many other items of interest con­ 
nected with the enterprise, 
all of 
which they 
will 
doubtless make 
public. 
I LEAVE UPON THE 2GTII INSTANT 
To explore the northern slope, which 
I have already looked down upon from 
the summit, and which looks gradual 
and inviting. As soon as 1 land my 
line upon the level of the Mojave Des­ 
ert, I shall he off on a straight shoot 
due north, for Owens Lake. 
I shall 
be accompanied by Mr. Potter, who 
lias made the trip across the interven­ 
ing county, between tlie Mojave and 
Cerro Gordo, several times, and who 
js thoroughly acquainted with this un­ 
explored region, where water can bo 
obtained, etc, The results of my ex* 
plorations will be laid down on a map 
accompanying my report, and may bo 
of future use to travelers. I have con­ 
versed with some of the leading men 
of Han Bernardinoconcerning tlie pro­ 
posed line of tlie L. A. & I. R. R., and 
1 find them unusually in favor of a 
railroad connection with Los Angeles 
aud tlie Holcomb, Ord, Panamint, 
I van pah and Cerro Gordo districts. 
They claim that tlie completion of a 
road to this vicinity will ensure them 
the monopoly of the Arizona trade, in 
opposition tot lie Colorado Steam Nav­ 
igation Company; and they say that 
the sum of §100,000 is ready fur any 
company who will connect them with 
Los Angeles by rail. 
Let Los Angeles, Han Bernardino, 
and Inyo counties join hands, and 
move promptly in this matter; raise 
by subscriptions §100,000, place a light 
bond of §1,000 per mile upon tlie road, 
and the success of an enterprise which 
they will own and control, and which 
will yield them large returns from 
its inception, is assured to them be­ 
yond a peradveuture.
